Madam  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 

ciircumstances  in  your  area  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1954.  It  is 
prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Circulars  issued  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health. 

POPULATION. 

The  estimated  population  for  1954  was,  according  to  the  Registrar  General’s 
return,  41,230.  This  figure  can  be  compared  with  41,200,  which  was  the  popu- 
lation in  1953,  and  with  41,579,  which  was  the  population  return  in  1951,  the 
census  year. 

BIRTH  RATE. 

The  Birth  Rate  for  1954  was  14.24  per  thousand  of  the  population.  This 
was  slightly  lower  than  the  birth  rate  recorded  in  1953.  The  live  legitimate  births 
were  made  up  of  307  males  and  271  females,  making  a total  of  578.  There  were 
also  4 male  and  5 female  illegitimate  births. 

The  Still  Birth  rate_  which  is  estimated  per  thousand  live  and  still  births, 
was  29.75. 

DEATH  RATE. 

The  Death  Rate  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  resident  population  was 
10.82.  This  was  slightly  lower  than  the  rate  recorded  last  year.  Nearly  60% 
of  the  deaths  occurred  in  persons  of  65  years  and  over. 

The  seasonal  death  rate  varied  only  slightly  during  the  year,  but  as  was 
to  be  expected,  the  first  quarter,  namely  January  to  March,  claimed  more  deaths 
than  the  other  three  quarters.  These  three  months  experienced  the  worst  weather, 
which  invariably  has  its  effect  on  the  older  generation. 

Of  the  446  persons  who  died  during  the  year,  diseases  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  systems  accounted  for  the  death  of  221  persons;  Cancer  was  the  cause 
of  death  in  56  persons  and  diseases  of  the  lungs  in  one  way  or  another  was  the 
cause  in  54  persons. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

One  mother  died  as  a direct  result  of  childbirth.  The  death  occurred  in 
Hospital  and  due  to  a very  rare  occurrence  in  obstetric  practice,  namely,  ruptured 
uterus.  The  fact  that  the  patient  had  a severe  abdominal  operation  eleven  months 
previously  may  have  had  some  bearing  on  the  fatal  outcome  of  this  confinement. 
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INFANT  MORTALITY  RATE. 


This  rate  is  calculated  on  the  number  of  infants  per  thousand  live  births 
who  fail  to  survive  the  first  year  of  life.  It  is  usually  recognised  as  an  index  of 
the  social,  economic  and  health  conditions  prevailing  in  the  area.  This  year  the 
infant  mortality  rate  was  27.26,  a marked  improvement  on  the  rate  for  1953,  which 
was  50  per  thousand  live  births. 

Sixteen  infants  under  one  year  of  age  died  during  the  year.  The  causes  of 
death  was  prematurity  in  9 cases,  congenital  malformation  in  3 cases,  Broncho 
Pneumonia  in  2,  and  gastro  enteritis  in  2 cases. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  prevent  conditions  arising  of  which  we  are  ignorant  ol 
the  cause,  and,  as  stated  in  previous  reports,  until  such  time  as  more  knowledge 
of  the  cause  of  prematurity  and  congenital  malformation  is  gained,  very  little  can 
be  done  about  their  prevention. 

;Thje  expectant  mother  of  to-day  has  every  care  taken  of  her.  1 1 she  so 
desires  she  can  attend  the  Local  Authority  Ante-natal  Clinics  or  her  own  Doctor 
from  the  early  days  of  her  pregnancy  until  her  confinement.  Then  for  her  con- 
finement she  is  attended  by  skilled  certified  midwives,  and  again  if  she  so  desires 
by  her  own  Doctor.  If  everything  is  not  as  it  should  be  or  if  the  home  conditions 
are  not  suitable  for  the  confinement,  then  application  is  made  for  her  confinement 
to  take  place  at  the  Maternity  Unit  of  the  local  hospital. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

WHOOPING  COUGH.  Twenty-six  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 
There  were  no  deaths.  This  disease  is  a very  distressing  one  and  can  be  dangerous 
to  the  very  young.  Most  mothers  know  that  facilities  are  available  for  the 
protection  of  their  children  against  Whooping  Cough  and  yet  the  figures  for 
immunisation  are  decreasing  year  by  year.  It  should  be  pointed  out  that  once 
the  child  has  developed  the  disease  the  vaccine  is  of  no  use  in  its  treatment.  It 
should  also  be  emphasised  that  many  of  the  sequalas  of  Whooping  may  produce 
lasting  ill  effect  on  the  lungs.  Three  injections  at  monthly  intervals  is  surely  well 
worth  while  to  combat  the  risk. 

DIPHTHERIA.  Again  there  were  no  notifications  this  year.  I am  sorry 
to  have  to  report  that  the  number  of  children  who  are  being  immunised  is  decreasing 
year  by  year.  The  mothers  of  to-day  have  no  knowledge  of  this  disease  and  so 
neglect  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  protect  their  children  against  it. 
It  cannot  be  said  that  they  are  ignorant  of  the  facilities  available,  because  every 
chil  dis  visited  by  a Health  Visitor  and  the  mother  urged  to  take  the  child  to  the 
Family  Doctor  or  to  the  Local  Clinic. 

MEASLES.  Three  cases  only  were  notified  during  the  year. 

SCARLET  FEVER.  Fifteen  cases  were  notified  during  1954.  All  the 
children  were  under  12  years  of  age.  The  disease  was  of  a mild  type  and  only  in 
households  where  isolation  was  not  possible  was  the  child  hospittalised.  Many 
questions  are  asked  about  the  necessity  of  placing  contacts  in  quarantine.  In  my 
opinion  the  time  has  arrived  when  to  exclude  children  who  are  contacts  of  Scarlet 
Fever  from  school  is  no  longer  necessary. 

PARATYPHOID  FEVER.  Two  cases  of  Paratyphoid  fever  were  notified 
during  the  year.  These  two  cases  were  carefully  investigated  and  the  source  of 
the  infecting  agent>  namely  cream  cakes,  was  found. 
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1 L BERCULOSIS.  Twenty-seven  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were 
notified  during-  1954,  and  4 cases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis. 

In  the  continuous  fight  against  this  disease  the  armamentarium  of  the  Chest 
Physician  is  increasing.  Not  only  are  the  methods  of  diagnosing  the  disease 
improving,  but  also  methods  of  treatment.  Surgery  is  taking  an  important  part 
.also  in  the  treatment.  The  new  antibiotic  drugs  used  singly  and  in  combination 
are  providing  very  good  results.  But  with  all  these  modern  methods  of  treatment 
it  must  not  be  forgotten  that  good  hygiene  is  equally  as  important.  It  must  not 
be  forgotten  also  that  the  patient’s  resistance  to  infection  must  be  boosted  up  by 
good  food,  proper  housing,  adequate  rest  and  freedom  from  worry.  We  must 
also  realise  that  Tuberculosis  is  an  infectious  disease  and  that  the  family  and 
relatives  must  be  protected.  Every  case  is  visited,  the  family  interviewed,  the 
•dangers  are  pointed  out,  as  also  is  the  importance  of  periodic  X_rays  of  all  contacts. 
If  the  housing  is  unsatisfactory,  then  the  case  is  reported  to  the  Housing  Committee 
and  a priority  of  added  points  is  granted  towards  the  re-housing  of  the  family. 

The  possibility  of  milk  borne  infection  is  still  to  be  further  reduced  by  the 
fact  that  the  Neath  Rural  District  is  soon  to  be  scheduled  as  an  area  for  the  sale 
of  designated  milk  only.  This  means  that  all  milk  sold  in  the  area  must  be  either 
Tuberculin  Tested,  Pasteurised  or  Sterilised. 

The  Death  Rate  per  100,000  of  the  population  is  gradually  decreasing  year 
by  year,  and  for  this  year  is  .26.  This  is  the  lowest  rate  yet  recorded. 

HOUSING. 

A total  of  263  new  houses  were  built  and  occupied  during  1954.  This 
reflects  great  credit  on  the  Housing  Committee,  for  I doubt  w'hether  there  are  many 
Authorities  of  similar  size  who  have  built  so  many  houses  in  the  year,  yet  applica- 
tions for  houses  still  pour  in  and  the  number  at  present  is  1,438. 

The  parish  of  Coedffranc  is  one  of  the  black  spots  in  the  area.  It  is  the  most 
populous  parish  and  suitable  building  sites  are  difficult  to  find.  The  development 
of  the  Caerwern  site  has  eased  matters  somewhat  in  the  Blaenhonddan  parish,  just 
as  the  development  of  Rhigos  and  Chain  Road  Sites  have  been  of  great  benefit  to 
the  inhabitants  of  Rhigos,  Neath  Higher  and  Blaengw'rach  Parishes.  Building 
is  at  present  in  progress  at  Glynneath,  Tonna,  Seven  Sisters,  Pontrhvdvfen,  Neath 
Abbey  and  Skewen  (Flats). 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

Much  time  was  spent  during  the  year  in  collecting  information  in  various 
parts  of  the  area,  following  upon  complaints  of  dust  nuisances.  Collecting  gauges 
were  placed  in  Skewen,  Neath  Abbey,  Crynant  and  Onllwyn.  The  contents  of  the 
gauges  were  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  analyses.  The  results  varied, 
according  to  the  situation,  from  clean  to  very  dirty.  Attempts  w>ere  made  to 
improve  the  conditions  by  appealing  to  the  Authority  responsible  for  the  nuisance, 
but  in  most  cases  it  was  found  impossible  to  pin-point  the  source. 

It  is  a well-known  fact  that  the  most  serious  problem  in  the  prevention  of 
atmospheric  pollution  arises  from  the  combustion  of  coal  and  its  products,  and 
whilst  grit  and  dust  comes  from  industrial  sources,  most  of  the  smoke  comes 
from  coal  burnt  in  domestic  chimneys.  Thus  the  pollution  of  an  atmosphere 
becomes  a complicated  problem.  The  Neath  Rural  District  is  an  industrial  area 
and  the  mining  of  coal  forms  one  of  its  main  industries.  Furthermore,  a large 
percentage  of  its  population  is  engaged  in  coal  mining  and  is  as  such  entitled  to 
coal  for  domestic  purposes  at  a reduced  rate,  so  it  is  quite  easy  to  realise  that  to 
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realise  that  to  suggest  the  burning  of  fuel  other  than  coal  is,  at  the  present  time, 
no  ta  very  popular  nor  even  a practicable  proposition. 

As  usual,  I have  included  some  statistics  of  the  work  of  the  Divisional 
Health  Committee.  These,  I hope,  will  be  found  of  interest  especially  to  those 
members  of  the  Rural  District  Council  who  are  also  members  of  the  Divisional 
Health  Committee. 

In  conclusion,  I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  for  their  encouragement,  and  to  the  Clerk,  Engineer  and  Treasurer. 
To  Mr.  Stanford  and  his  staff,  and  to  Mr.  Davies,  the  Chief  Clerk,  for  their  loyal 
co-operation  during'  the  year.
